THE "BLUENOSE" 


Raymond M. Stone Memben: RPA, APS, CPS, PISG, U75 





This is the stony of a stamp that J had, at one time, but alas, no 
Longer possess. Jn my younger days, money was no object. At that 
time, money was also worth money. but, with marriage comes not only 
nesponsibility, but also children, and money and time swiftly depart, 
An unexpected expense occurs, another collection departs. 5o went 
my "Bluenose". But, J did have it fon a time. 


Admittedly, never loved as it should have been, J have come to 
admine it now as we celebrate its 50th anniversary. Su an 
article must be written. Quick, to the encyclopedia. What! no 
Listing? To the Libnany. Again, no information. Finally, a thought, 
the local stamp dealen’ Praise be! A copy of "The Postage Stamps and 
Postal History of Canada" by Winthrop 5. Boggs (Chambens Publishing 
Company, Kalamazoo, Michigan, 1945) is Located and becomes the main 
доилсе of information fon the following. 


The 50g stamp depicting the "Bluenose” was part of a set that con- 
stituted a number of "finsts" fon the government of Canada, Jt waa 
the finst negulan issue to be bi-lingual. Jt also marked a new fonmat 
fon Canadian negulan issues. Small, Low value stamps depicting the 
neigning English Monarch while the high values шеле langen in size 
and featured various items of importance to Canadians. This regular 


issue is also refered to as the “Scroll Issue” because the word 
"CANADA" appears in a scroll at the top of each axamp. 


The stamps шеле printed by the Canadian Bank Note Company, Ottawa, 
which ia a wholly-ouned subsidiary of the American Bank Note Company. 
A new type of plate was also introduced at this time to prolong 

the painting Life of the plate. Thus, fewer platea (and numbers) 
were necessary. The new plate composition was of hardened steel 
with a chnomiun coating. 


The "Bluenose" itself was printed in sheets of 200 (10 x 20] that 
шеле divided into Post Office panes of 50 each (5 x 10). The stamp 
was released on January б, 1929 using plate numbema 1, 2, and 3 
іл а quantity of 84,900 copies. 


The stamp depicts a scene from the Intennational Fisherman's Race 
off Halifax Harbour in the fall оў 1926. The "Bluenose" was com- 
peting againax the United States’ contestant "Columbia". The design 
La a composite from а senies of photographs taken duning the nace. 
Interestingly, both vessels depicted але the "Bluenose", even though 
the "Columbia" was to be the other schooner in the design. 


The "Buenoae" was built primarily as a fishing schooner. Jt was 
made entinely of Nova Saotian timber - spruce, oak, binch, and pine, 
except fon the masts. Jt took two yearns, 1920 - 1921, io construct 
in Lunenberg, Nova Scotia by the finm of Smith and Rhuland. The 
puapose behind its selection by the Canadian officials was to give 
world-wide recognition to thnee parts of Life and industry in 

Nova Scotia - shipbuilding, seamanship, and fishing. 


Now that the children але beginning school, time is once again 


becoming my oun. Peahaps, if money is еуел again worth anything, 
J may again hold befone my eyes my oun copy of the "Bluenose”.

HISTORICAL ORIGINS: THE SULLIVAN CAMP PAIN 


James Р. Flynn Member: RPA, KBJT of A, SOCCE 

John Sullivan was a practicing lawyer in New Hampshire in 1774 
at the time he led a disgruntled band of New Hampshirites that 
seized military supplies from the British Fort William and Mary 
at Newcastle. Among the supplies captured were 100 barrels of 
gunpowder later used by the Americans at Bunker Hill. (As a law- 
yer, he should have known that this was not the preferred method 
of returning stolen property.) 


His proven leadership led to his appointment as a Brigadier 
General in 1775. He saw service at theseige of Boston and in 
1776 was given command of the American forces in Canada. As 

a Major General, he took part in the battles of Trenton, Brandy- 
wine, and Germantown in 1777. He spent the winter of 1777-1778 
with the troops at Valley Forge. 


When a campaign against the Indians in western New York was 
planned for 1779, Washington picked John Sullivan to be its 
leader. Sullivan was thanked in October 1779 by the Continental 
Congress. (A Commemorative Stamp was issued in 1929 to celebrate 
the 150th Anniversary of this campaign). 


John Sullivan was the son of Owen O'Sullivan, an Irish im- 
migrant who landed at Berwick, Maine in 1723. The family is 
easily traced to Donall O'Sullyvan, Lord of Berehaven in the 
time of Good Queen Bess. We have traced O'Sullyvans back to 
aboth the 12th century when they were Kings of their own Fief. 


The decline of the fortunes of the O'Sullyvans must be attrib- 
uted to Sean, the first male heir born to Patrick O'Sullyvan. 
When Sean was born, everyone was generous to a fault in trying 
to honor and please the future king. 


Sean grew up with a great love for all living creatures and he 
feared neither man nor beast. When he became king, he decreed 
that no animals should be hunted in his kingdom. He opened the 
doors of the castle to both men and animals. The animals soon 
found their greatest refuge was in and around the castle and 

it quickly became & haven for deer, fox, elk, and many other 
animals, Irish dancing became rather messy at the castle and 
fewer invitations were accepted. The warm weather of summer 
brought complaints of air pollution, though the Irish had other 


names for it. 


The people pleaded with the king to get rid of all the animals 
in the castle. Sean refused saying, "As long as I reign, I 
will rule my Fief as I decide". The people, with the help 

of the leaders of the surrounding fiefs, appealed to the High 
King to dethrone Sean and get rid of the animals. The High 
King granted their wish by moving the game to another part 

of Ireland and ended the reign of Sean O*Sullyvan. Thus marking 
the first time in history that "Reign was called on account 
of the game." Sean O'Sullyvan felt bad that his neighboring 
kings turned on him. He made the now famous statement: "Their 
is no honor among Fiefs".
